National Research Project to Accelerate Growth of 
Businesses Owned by Women of Color 
to Hold Forum in Chicago 

Washington, DC - Chicago has been selected as the final of five cities for a national research 
study to identify obstacles to business growth faced by women business owners of color. The 
day-long research forum, to be held January 23rd, will be conducted by the Center for 
Women's Business Research and Babson College. The objective is to identify the barriers 
and challenges that women of color face in the pursuit of business growth and to create 
individual, community, and ultimately, national action plans to overcome those barriers. The 
research will culminate in a 2008 national conference where public- and private-sector policy 
recommendations generated by the research will be announced. 

Women entrepreneurs who are African-American, Asian, Latina, and other ethnicities, who wish 
to grow their businesses to a higher level and help create local and national agendas that 
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support businesses owned by women of color, must apply in advance to participate. Selection criteria 
include owning a business that is at least 50 percent women owned with annual revenues between 
$250,000 and $5 million- All types of industries are welcome. Women-of-color entrepreneurs who meet 
the research criteria and wish to participate should contact the Center for Women's Business 
Research at www.womensbusinessresearch.ora or at 202.638.3060 ext. 725. 

Bank of America is the city sponsor for the Chicago research forum which will be held at the Bank of 

America (231 S. LaSalle, 21 st Floor) from 9am to 5pm. The Women's Business Development Center of 
Chicago is the city co-presenter. The forum will be followed by a reception attended by participants, 
guests, and executives from sponsoring corporations and organizations. 

"As of 2006, there are 2.4 million businesses owned by women of color. They are starting businesses 
at a faster rate than all businesses but their firms are not achieving the same level of success when 
measured by revenues and employment," said Sheila Brooks, national spokesperson for this initiative 
and President and CEO of SRB Productions, Inc. "These businesses have great untapped potential for 
economic and social impact which can only be realized by clearly identifying their challenges and then 
developing targeted programs and policies to remove those barriers. The research participants will 
share their stories, develop personal and business action plans, learn how to grow their businesses 
from the proven strategies of others, and contribute to setting new community and national agendas 
that support growth." 

Now in its third year, Accelerating the Growth of Businesses Owned by Women of Color continues to 
be funded by a prestigious consortium of corporate and association national sponsors, including Wal- 
Mart Stores; Sam's Club, Inc.; Wachovia; UPS Capital; Wells Fargo & Company; American Airlines;

Neither knew who leaked the 
draft documents, although when I pressed them they agreed that it may have been Art 
Hackney, who works as Gillam 's Public Relations' representative. I pressed them on this 
issue because over the weekend I had heard that Art Hackney told Rhonda Boyles about our 
discussions, and Rhonda immediately told a mining community rep. Ashley told me this 
morning he was asked by KTUU to comment on whether there had been "negotiations" and he 
refused to do so, stating he advised KTUU that his refusal to comment should not be 
construed as a confirmation nor a denial. He said that at that time KTUU was simply 
probing and didn't seem to know much and certainly didn't have a copy of the draft. 
Therefore he contends they got ahold of more info subsequently. At the end of our 
conversation Ashley told me that if we (the Administration) wanted him to make a statement 
to the press he would be happy to say whatever we liked, as long as it was "remotely like 
the truth". He restated his appreciation that we "gave them so much time and made a real 
effort". I told Ashley I would get back to him on this. When I told Ashley that the news 
reported that we approached them, Ashley agreed that is not how it occurred, nor was this 
ever about keeping issues from a vote of the people. Rather, it was looking for possible 
solutions to a perception problem, including Gillam's perception that Alaska's permitting 
process is inadequate. Or as Tom said to KTUU, we were looking for the "art of the 
possible" or "common ground". Tom also told KTUU. Lthis is what DNR does, regularly. We 
are geared to listen to Alaskans and try and resolve conflicts, whether they are on 
permitting, land management or some other issue. In this case Pebble and the initiatives 
are very important in the state. Both sides put problems, goals and solutions on the 
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table looking for a resolution. In this case everyone should conclude one side asked for 
too much and one side wasn't willing to give more, so the discussions stopped". 



Governor, if you think it would be helpful for Ashley to make a statement to the press 
tomorrow, please advise and I will work with Sharon and Joe to make it happen. Also, I am 
so sorry this effort has taken a negative path, as it was totally about seeing if we could 
make something helpful out of some problems.

APIA, APICDA, and Delta Western are still working together to attempt a 
fuel delivery to Nikolski. The marine charter did not go this weekend, 
due to weather. The rest of the week doea not look promising either, as 
hurricane force winds are expected tonight, with the tail end of the 
storm near the end of the week. 

Nikolski estimates that the electricity should make it for a few days 
but have taken the last nine drums to the power plant. When the school 
is open and the clinic is heated by electric heaters, both generators 
are needed and the fuel usage can be as high as 150 gallons a day. Other 
homes out of heating oil are also heating with electricity. 

Today, we are looking into an air charter, but this situation is 
bankrupting the community which will soon be without the jobs to run the 
community. The funding will only cover one or two more efforts. Let 
today's cold weather remind us how fortunate we are and how undeserving 
Nikolski is of this preventable situation. 
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A new update will follow upon new information, at least by Tuesday.

Do you know what your Board of Game is up to? Below are some of the proposals on the 
docket for the next BOG meeting in Anchorage. These proposals will increase bag limit3 and 
mechanized access to bears and wolves by legalizing and hunting methods that have been 
illegal for many years and traditionally considered unethical. There is no biological need 
for any of these hunting methods. If you are as concerned about ethics in wildlife 
management as you are in state government in general you need to rein in your BOG or risk 
what is left of Alaska's reputation as an enlightened keeper of the people's wildlife. 



Following are the Proposals: 



Proposal #3 would expand the area where hunters can fly in and shoot black bears on the 
same day they are airborne. Currently, this is only allowed in limited "predator control" 
areas. This proposal further sanctions the use of bait or scent lures and allows hunters 
to shoot bears as close as 3 00 feet from their aircraft. 
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Proposal #40 would sanction the killing of mother bears and their cubs in various regions 
totaling over SO, 000 square miles. This proposal lacks any biological justification and 
would undoubtely result in many orphaned cubs leading to their death by starvation. 



Proposal #41 would sanction a practice known aa "denning," which would allow the killing 
of wolf pups in their dens, an extremely unethical form of hunting that has been outlawed, 
with good reason, for many years. It would also extend wolf hunting season to May 3ist, 
when pups are out of the den, and extend the bag limit to 10 wolveB per day. It would also 
likely kill adult wolves, orphaning newborn wolf pups and condeming them to starvation. 



Proposal #42 would permit the baiting of wolves statewide, a practice currently not 
allowed except when trapping. This would habituate wolves to seek out human food sources, 
creating obvious additional management problems. 



This is not a pretty picture.

Hinchey (D-N.Y.). 

Hinchey's crime? Sponsoring the Red Rock Wilderness Act, a bill that would set 
aside 9.4 million acres of public land in Utah as wilderness. 

The letter was attributed to Utah state GOP Reps. Aaron Tilton and Mike Noel, but it 
was the brainchild of Americans for American Energy, a Colorado-based industry 
group that has accepted money from, among others, the state of Alaska.

An online version of the letter and corresponding Web site go further, for instance 
with a picture of bin Laden, Chavez and Ahmadinejad.

Hinchey shrugged off the AAE campaign. "It's ridiculous. Absolutely ridiculous," he 
told E&E Daily.

Environmental groups appeared more concerned. "It's putting elected officials in our 
democracy and lumping them with Osama bin Laden because these politicians do 
not support opening up additional areas to oil and gas drilling," said Tyson Slocum, 
director of Public Citizen's energy program. "It's not education, it's defamation." 

Steve Bloch, attorney for another of AAE's targets, the Southern Utah Wilderness 
Alliance (SUWA), said the message is deplorable. 

"It clearly is intended to incite, and using this extreme language that is part of the 
reason AAE has been panned by so many state and local governments and even 
members of industry across the West," Bloch said. "To equate SUWA's work and the 
efforts of over 160 members of Congress to terrorism is simply beyond the pale." 

AAE President and CEO Greg Schnacke defended the link between wilderness 
designations and terrorism. 

"I don't think it crosses that line or any line that's inappropriate," Schnacke said. 
"What the campaign highlights is the growing disconnect in this country between 
politicians that are trying to enact policies that are in our view very hurtful to the 
U.S. economy by hamstringing our ability to produce energy at home." 

When domestic production slows, Schnacke said, "We have to import more, and 
some of that money does go to governments in unfriendly countries, and some of 
that money does flow through to terrorist organizations and that is a fact of life." 

Who are the Americans for American Energy? 

Founded in 2005, AAE is run out of the offices of Golden, Colo.-based Policy 
Communications, led by president Jim Sims. 

"We are a nonprofit advocacy group that educates and activates citizens on a wide 
range of American energy issues," Sims said. "We do education outreach on virtually 
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every type of domestic energy resources, from oil and gas to nuclear to methane 
hydrates to energy efficiency. We have a little bit of everything." 

Policy Communications provides staff and office space for AAE on a contract basis, 
but it also provides the group with reach it might not otherwise have. Sims is also 
president and CEO of the Western Business Roundtable and previously served as 
director of communications for Vice President Dick Cheney's energy policy task 
force. 

AAE president Schnacke is also listed as a senior vice president of Policy 
Communications. 

But with its opaque title and heated message, Americans for American Energy is a 
"classic front group," said Sheldon Rampton, research director for the Center for 
Media & Democracy. 

"Bringing the whole 'America is at war' thing is an example of distracting attention 
from what they want to do, which is to drill for oil, and bringing in a red-herring 
issue," Rampton said. "They're as typical an example of a front group as you'll find." 

Hinchey said the name doesn't fool him. "We know what they are, they're a right- 
wing lobbying group that is focused on corporate profits for the oil companies," he 
said. 

How much support the oil industry gives is another question. As a 501(c)(4) non- 
profit, AAE does not have to list its contributors. "We don't disclose our funders, just 
like the Sierra Club," Schnacke said. 

AAE reported income of $165,000 to the Internal Revenue Service in 2006, and 
expenditures of about $140,000. 

The organization has received some money from the state of Alaska through 
Pac/West Communications, although Sims would not say how much. In 2006, the 
state paid Pac/West $3 million for a marketing campaign meant to pressure 
lawmakers who are against drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge; Pac/West 
used AAE as a subcontractor. 

"Americans for American Energy gets its support, both financial and in-kind, from 
thousands of individuals, companies and associations," Sims said. "Our contributor 
list now numbers in the thousands." 

Slow going on Capitol Hill 

Ironically, the AAE letter could raise the profile of the Red Rock Wilderness bill in 
Congress. 

The wilderness bill would prohibit motorized activities such as off-road vehicle use, 
oil and gas drilling, and mining in areas including the Grand Staircase-Escalante 
National Monument, Capitol Reef National Park, Canyonlands National Park, Glen 
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Canyon National Recreation Area, and other federal lands in Utah where energy or 
other development pressures exist, according to the sponsors. 

Hinchey introduced the latest incarnation, H.R. 1919 . last spring. Sen. Dick Durbin 
(D-Ill.) is the lead sponsor of the companion measure, S, 1170 . 

Pegged by AAE as a "radical New Yorker," Hinchey said his involvement in the bill 
stems from a request by the late Rep. Wayne Owens (D-Utah), who first introduced 
the measure in 1989. 

"There are an awful lot of people in Utah who support this bill," Hinchey said. 

The bills are supported by over 240 environmental groups and 171 co-sponsors, but 
the Utah congressional delegation is not on board (E&E Daily , April 19). No hearing 
on the measure is scheduled in either chamber. 

While the bill is pending in Congress, Sims said SUWA and others are attempting to 
pressure the Bureau of Land Management to change resource management plans in 
Utah to include de facto wilderness designations. Only Congress can designate 
wilderness, and Sims says BLM is being driven to place lands off limits without 
cause. 

Despite the acrimony, Sims left the door open for a compromise at some point, so 
long as the state's congressional delegation is involved. 

"There probably is a deal to be made on wilderness lands in Utah, but if 
representatives from the state of Utah aren't part of that process, the chance for the 
support in Utah is very remote," Sims said.
